Fayne Gilman said to Bessie, "Shut 
up or I will kill you." 


Mrs. 
Gilman speaking of theh find- 


ing of Dona's body, the witnes testi- 
fied, stated, "I knew she was in .the 
weeds, and if Collins had not gone I 
would have gone, even if I had to 
creep to get her." 


Some startling testimony was dis- 


covered by the examination of Robert 
Keyes, a neighbor of 
the 
Gilman 


family. 
He testified that 
one the 


night of the murder at 7 o'clock, he 
heard a sound in the Gilman hoine 
which he reproduced by Beating on 
the floor of the court room. 
It de- 


veloped that Keyes was on^G-roveland 
avenue about 5:30 o'clock and stop- 
ped at a house near the 
Gilman 


house. He went to his own home, re- 
mained about ten minutes, and re- 
turned to the house where he hkd 
been to secure his child-which was 
there. This testimony places Keyes 
at the scene of the murder a.t abont 
5:46 o'clock or within four minutes 
of the time Dona Gilman left the cAr. 
Keyes testified that he walked hoine 
over the same territory traversed by 
Dona Gilman and that his shoes and 
clothing did not become muddy toe- 
cause the mud was washed oft by the 
driving rain. The absence of mud on 
Dona Gilman's shoes until Keyes' tes- 
timony, was considered an important 
feature in the case. Keyes will ba 
called by the defense.

Progress of the Indian In Education, 


Agriculture and Citizenship — Pan- 
ama Canal, Naval Personnel and 
Public Lands Themes of the Chief 
Magistrate—Doings of Congress. 


Washington Dec. 18. — The senate 


agreed to the holiday adjournment 
resolution, and will he in recess from 
the end of the session Thursday next 
until Jan. 3. Resolutions were agreed 
to directing an investigation by the 
department of commerce and labor of 
the International Harvester company, 
to ascertain whether it affects a re- 
straint of trade; also directing the 
senate judiciary committee to report 
what authority congress may have un- 
der the commerce clause of the con- 
stitution to prevent interstate com- 
merce in child-made goods. Resolu- 
tion to guard against infringement of 
state'B rights were presented by Sen- 
ators Whyte and Raynor of Maryland 
for future discussion. 


President Roosevelt's message on 


Bhip subsidy, which will he presented 
to congress shortly after the Christ- 
inas holidays, it is believed will sup- 
port the Gallinger subsidy bill as 
passed hy the senate. Representative 
Washington and several other mem- 
bers of congress who are supporting 
Ship subsidy called on the president 
and furnished him with information 
concerning American shipping for use 
in his message. Mr. Humphrey called 
the president's attention to the fact 
that Japan has been negotiating for 
the purchase of all first-class Ameri- 
can ships on the Pacific, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the purchase 
of the Pacific Mail or Hill line hy Ja- 
pan would almost certainly result in 
a freight agreement with Japan ex- 
tending over an American railway. 
He also assured the president that the 
Japanese lines running to this country 
give rebates and other advantages to 
Japanese merchants in the "United 
States, with result that many Amer- 
ican merchants have been driven to 
the wall. 


Progress of Lo. 


Consideration of the Indian bill, car- 


rying over $8,000,000, was begun in 
the house. Representative Sherman of 
New York, chairman of the Indian 
Affairs committee, made an extended 
explanation of the measure and inci- 
dentally discussed the whole Indian 
question, his progress in education ot 
till kinds, including practical farming, 
and his attitude toward the govern- 
ment system of managing his affairs. 
It was shown that the total Indian 
population is now 284,079, and that 
the Indian is rapidly assuming citizen- 
ship. Ten years ago there were 81,000 
Indians who wore citizens' dress, 
•while last year the number was 11U,- 
COO. 
Te(n years ago 33,000 Indians 


read English, while last year the num- 
ber had increased to 63,000, and those 
•Who speak the language number 70,- 
000. 
Of the tetal Indian population 


88,000 are members of regularly estab 
lished churches. The Indian has in 
the United States treasury 
funds 


amounting to $35,385,000, upon which 
an annual interest is paid amounting 
to $1,725,000. The government pays 
to the Indians annually under treaty 


-•'obligations more than $750,000. The 


lands owned by the Indians outside of 
the territories amount to 51,478,000 
acres, or an average for every man, 
;woman and child of 271 acres. Repre- 
sentative Sherman denied that the In- 
dian is gradually disappearing, and 
'paid that statistics show that last year 
'there were 316 more 
births 
than 


deaths. 


The president sent to congress a 


special message on naval personnel.

The Probate court has handed 


down its decision in tne casu of E 
Owens, plaintiff, against Jane Lews 
and others, defendants. 


This is rather a noted case m 


which a great deal of ancient history 
is involved. The plaintiff, Eric Ow- 
ens, claimed in his petition 
that 


about 50 years ago, when he was a 
small boy six or eight years old, liv- 
ing in Newark, Ohio, he was declared 
the heir of David W. Lloyd and wife 
woh lived in the Welsh Hills; that 
a record of such heirship 
was duly 


recorded in the Probate court of 
Licking county, O., but that the rec- 
ord of his heirship was afterwards 
destroyed when 
the 
court 
house 


burned in 1875. David W. Lloyd 
died a few years ago and the plaintiff 
Eric Owens, sought to have the 
burned record restored in order to 
establish his claim to the heirship. 
Judge Rees and T. B. Fulton repre- 
sented the plaintiff and Judge Swartz 
the defendant. A number o wit- 
nesses were examined orally, two ol 
whom were living at the time when 
the alleged adoption occurred, and 
numerous depositions were read in 
evidence. 
Upon the full hearing of 


the evidence the court held that the 
plaintiff had established 
his claim; 


that he had legally been declared the 
heir of David-W. Lloyd, and the rec- 
ord of heirship was ordered restored 
to the records of Licking 
county 


Judge Swartz, on behalf 
of the de- 


fendant, made exceptions and gave 
notice of a motion for a new trial, 
which was overruled. He then gave 
notice of appeal.

and when she met Mr. Nichols, a 
young artist, who also wrote poetry 
and who was poor, she fell in love 
with him.

admitted and otherwise considered—in 
the case. 


It was pretty generally believed last 


April that the "separation from the 
diplomatic service" of Mr. Storer was 
due to what the president regarded as 
a too active interest manifested by 
Mrs. Storer in the politics of the Ro- 
man Catholic church, as expressed 
chiefly In her advocacy of the eleva- 
tion of Archbishop Ireland to a car- 
dinalate. 


Private Letters Published. 


Mr. and Mrs. Storer hold that Mr. 


Roosevelt in a certain manner com- 
missioned them to speak to the pope 
In behalf of the archbishop. Mr. Roose- 
.velt holds that he did not so commis- 
sion them In any manner. 
Letters 


largely of a private and confidential 
nature have been published by both 
sides. These have revealed to the pub- 
lic how close •were the friendly rela- 
tions between the Bellamy Storers and 
tbe Roosevelts. 
"My Dear Maria." 


"My Dear Bellamy," "My Dear Theo- 
dore," "Love to Bellamy," and similar 
expressions of good old fashioned hu- 
man friendship, it would seem, should 
not have been disenveloped and laid 
before the curious public eye in a mat- 
ter of state. But they are so human 
that they furnish an interesting bit of 
"human interest" color for the serial 
Btory of the administration. It is sad 
that this tender friendship 13 thus rude- j 
ly interrupted, that an affair between 
friends should take such a tangent. 


Interest in the incident is enhanced 


by tbe fact that the Storers are highly 
Interesting people. Another enhancing j 


Ohio, was not particularly enamored 
of poetic artists, but the young couple 
were wedded nevertheless.: Mr. Nich- 
ols died some years later, and the bril- 
liant Cincinnati lawyer, Bellamy Sto- 
rer, son of the noted Judge Bellamy 
Storer'of that city,, became, her hus- 
band. 


An International Triumph. 


Ail the friends of the Bellamy Sto- 


rers seem to agree that tbe couple is 
most happily mated. Both are well 
educated, highly cultivated and ambi- 
tious. Mrs. Stover at first was ambi- 
tious along artistic lines and later for 
the political preferment of her hus- 
band. At the Philadelphia centennial 
she first became intensely interested 
in pottery work. Suggestions received 
there caused her to devote much time 
to experiments with the pottery clays 
of Indiana and Ohio, with tbe result 
that she evolved a new and distinc- 
tively American branch of that art 
Iler Rookwood creations went'abroad, 
where in turn they were ascribed to 
China, Germany, France and Spain. 
The Europeans scarcely could believe j 
that America was capable of produc- 
ing such beautiful and original work. 
It was an international triumph for the 
Cincinnati artist 


Later, when Mr. Storer was serving 


as United States minister successively 
at Brussels and Madrid, Mrs. Storer 
turned her attention to the production j 
of artistic vases and other ornaments 
in brass and bronze, achieving such 
results that her fame was largely in- 
creased. 


Very Ambitious For Her Husband. 
But. of late years this women of un- 


usual accomplishments has devoted 
her best energies to the advancement 
of her husband. While Mr. Storer un- 
doubtedly 13 a man of large ability, 
many frinnds of the family give credit 
to Mrs. Storer for much of bis advance- 
ment. "She is exceedingly ambitious 
for Bellamy." they used to sny, and it 
cannot be denied that the recently 
published letters from Mrs. Storer to 
the president prove the tmth of the 
statement 


For more than twenty year's after 


tils graduation 
from 
Harvard 
Mr. 


Storer practiced law in Clucirnati. fol- 
lowing in tbe footsteps of his eminent 
father. Then he went to congress for 
two terms. Both he -and Mrs. Storer 
were intimate friends of President Mc- 
Kinley, who appointed the Cincinnati 
man minister to Belgium in 1SOT. 
Since that time until his removal last 
spring Mr. Storer has been in the dip- 
lomatic service. 


Several years ago Mrs. Storer achiev- 


ed the brevet title of "the American 
•mbassadress." By that title she was 
referred to at several of the European 
courts. This was due no doubt to her 
interest in church affairs, and it turn- 
ed out to be unfortunate for the Sto- 
rers. Diplomacy, as any person of only 
average discernment might perceive, 
must be diplomatic. There is a dinlo- 
maey of the state and a diplomacy of 
the church. When one is accredited to 
the state he is not supposed to repre- 
sent the 
church, and 
vice versa. 


Church and state "were separated a 
long time ago in this country, and it 
is not diplomatic to mix them. 
. 


The evidence in the Roosevelt-Storer 


case seems to have been introduced 
and argued with ability by both sides. 
Mr. Roosevelt has been somewhat at 
a disadvantage because his opponents 
are two, and one of them a woman. 
The evidence is largely documentary, 
tbe arguments largely uncomplimenta- j 
ry. The public is judge and jury. Ev- ' 
erybody is entitled to his own verdict 
as to tbe preponderance of evidence. 
No doubt some will continue to believe 
that Mr. Roosevelt gave the Storers 
some measure of sanction for their ap- 
peals to the holy see in behalf of the 
American archbishop. 
On the other 


hand, the 
majority of Americans. 


Catholic and non-Catholic, are very apt 
to register deep down in their" con- 
sciousnesses the opinion that an Amer- 
ican diplomat becomes undiplomatic 
when he mixes church and state. 


Church Versus State. 


What a troublous proposition for cen- 


turies was that of church'versus state! 
There were wars and massacres. Rev- 
olutions resulted. 
In both Catholic 


and Protestant countries the state 
church 
worked 
inexpressible woe. 


After the invention of printing and 
the diffusion of knowledge there grew 
up a diversity of religious beliefs. A 
email company of those who could 
not worship at home according to their 
belief crossed the. ocean and landed 
upon a "rockbound coast" Their de- 
scendants founded and established the 
American republic. In the constitution 
of the republic they wrote a clause 
forever interdicting any state med- 
dling with the church —any church. 
The constitution still stands, and rnauy 
of us think it is a pretty good thing j 
as it stands. It follows quite natural- 
ly that the president of the United 
States cannot "stand for" any sucli 
representations as the Storers aver that 
he made to them. 


Some delicious titbits of 'state se- 


crets have been un canned by this con- 
troversy for the public to roll under 
its tongue. This is always so when 
there is a woman in the case. Mrs. 
Storer indignantly denies'an alleged 
interview in which she was made to 
declare that through her influence with 
President McKinley the appointment 
as assistant secretary of the navy was 
given to Sir. Roosevelt, this advance- 
ment eventually leading to the presi- 
dency. 
Consequently we cannot look 


upon Mrs. Storer as a president maker. 
But in one of the Roosevelt letters to 
"My Dear Maria," written early in his 
first term, we find some highly inter- 
esting confessions of the president's 
opinions of the cabinet officers left 
over by Mr. McKinley and accepted 
by Mr. Roosevelt. 
In European coun- 


tries it is the practice not to publish 
such correspondence until long after 
the death of all the parties concerned, 
when it comes out in bulky books en- 
titled "Memoirs of Such-and-Such a 
Court." 


Remarkable Influence Exercised. 


After al! is said and done and for- 


gotten about, the fact must remain that 
4he able daughter of Joseph Long- 
worth has exercised a remarkable in- 
fluence over the minds of two presi- 
dents of the'liufited States. The letters 
lof President Roosevelt to "her and the 
undisputed friendly admiration of I\lr. 
McKiiiley prove this. This revelation 
is something new in American politics 
and is interesting to that extent. Wo- 
man cannot vote except in Colorado 
and Utah, bat she can influence. Along 
this topic our highly esteemed British 
contemporary the Pall Mall Gazette 
expresses 
Some 
readable 
opinions, 


which an ungallant New York paper 
reprints under the caption "Petticoats 
In Politics." The Gazette says that the 
core and kernel of the controversy be- 
tween the president and Bellamy Sto- 
rer, not forgetting Mrs. Storer, appears 
to be whether Mr. Roosevelt author- 
ized the ambassador to do his best 
with the pope to obtain the red hat for 
Archbishop Ireland.

Work on the Isthmian Canal is Pro- 


gressing Wonderfully Says Na- 


tion's Chief Executive. 


Washington 
Dec. 18—In his spec- 


cial message to congress concerning 
the construction of the Panama c .nal, 
President Roosevelt says: 


In the month of November I visited 


the isthmus of Panama, going over 
the canal zone with considerable care; 
and also visited the cities of Panama 
and Colon, which are not in the zone 
or under the United States flag, but as 
to which the United States 
govern- 


ment, through its agents, exercises 
control for certam sanitary purposes. 


The United States ship Louisiana, 


on Which'I was, anchored off Colon 
Nov: 14. I came aboard her, after my 
Stay on shore, Nov.-17. 
Wednesday 


afternoon and evening I received the 
president of Panama and his suite, 
and saw members of the canal com- 
inission, and various other gentlemen, 
perfecting the arrangement for my 
visit, so that every hour that I was 
ashore could be employed to ad 
vantage. I was three days ashore 
—not a sufficient length 
of time 


to allow of an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the minute details '6f the work 
oli^ any single department, still less to 
pass judgment on the 
engineering 


problems, but enough to enable me to 
get a clear idea of the salient features 
of the great work"and of the progress. 
that has been inade as regards the: 
sanitation of the zone, Colon and Pan- 
ama, the caring for and housing of the; 
employes, arid the actual digging: of 
.the'jcarial. 


x I chose the month'of November for 
nfr visit partly because it is the raini- 
"esrliHontff-oftfte-year;ffie~ month, In 
, which the work goes- forward at the 
greatest disadvantage, and one of the 
two inonths which the medical de- 
partment of th'e French canal com- 
iany found unhealthy. 


An Isthmian Flood. 


Immediately after anchoring Wed- 


nesday there was a violent storm of 
wind and rain. Prom that time we 
did not again see the sun until Satur- 
day morning, the rain continuing-al- 
most steadily, but varying from a fine 
drizzle to a torrential downpour. 
The Cha'gres river rose in a flood 
to 
a- greater height than it had 


attained during the last 15 years, tear- 
Ing out the track in one place. It 
would have been impossible to see the 
work going on under more unfavor- 
able weather .condition. Nov. 17, the 
sun shone now and' then for a 
few 


minutes, although the day was gener- 
ally overcast and there were beavy 
showers at intervals. 
^ 


Thursday morning we went slowly 


over the line of the Panama railway, 
ending with an expedition in a tug at 
jthe Pacific entrance of the- canal out 
to the islands where the dredging for 
.the canal will cease. We took our din- 
ner at one, of the eating houses fur- 
nished by the commission for the use 
of .the 
government 
employes—no 


warning of our coming being given. I 
Inspected the Ancon hospital, going 
through the various wards. I" in- 
epected portions of the constabulary 
(zone police), examining the men indi- 
vidua 'y. I also examined certain of 
the schools. 


In the afternoon I was received 


In Panama by President Amador, who, 
together with the government and all 
the people of Panama, treated me 
"with the most considerate courtesy, 
lor which I hereby extend my most 
earnest thanks. I was driven through 
Panama and in A public square was 
'formally received and welcomed by 
ithe president and other members of 
the government; arid in thei evening 
I attended a dinner given by the presi- 
dent, and a reception, which was also 
a government function. I also drove 
through the streets of Panama for the 
purpose of observing what had been 
done. 
, 


A Day In Culebra Cut. 


. Friday morning we left the hotel 
and spent the entire day going 
through the Culebra cut—the spot in 
.which most work will have to be done 
In any event. I visited many of the 
different villages, inspecting thorough- 
ly many different buildings—the lo- 
cal receiving hospitals, the houses in 
which the unmarried white workmen 
live, those in which the unmarried col- 
ored workmen live; also the quarters 
•of the white married employes and of 
the married colored employes; as well 
as the commissary stores, the bath 
houses, the water closets, the cook 
sheds for the colored laborers, and 
the government canteens, or hotels, 
at which most of the white employes 
take their meals. I went through the 
machine shoos. 
During the day I 


talked with scores of different men— 
superintendents and heads of depart- 
ments, divisions, and bureaus; steam- 
flhovel men, 
machinists, conductors, 


engineers, clerks, wives of the Ameri- 
can employes. Health officers, colored 
laborers, colored attendants, and man- 
agers 
of 
the 
commissary stores 


where food is sold to the colored 
laborers; wives of the colored em- 
ployes who are unmarried. 
In the 


evening Iliad an interview with the 
British consul, Mr. Mallet, who for 
many years has well and honorably 
represented the British government 
on the isthmus of Panama. I also saw 
the French consul, Mr. Gey, of equally 
long service and honorable record. 


Saturday we went through the Cule- 


bra cut, stopping off to see the ma- 
rines, and also to investigate certain 
towns; one, of white employes, as to 
Which in certain respects complaint 
tad been made to me; and another 
town where I wanted to see certain 
jiouses of the colored employes. We 
went over the site of the propsed Ga- 
tun dam, having on the first day in- 
spected the sites of the proposed La 
Boca and Sosa dams. We went out 
on a little toy railway to the reser- 
voir, which had been built to supply

Mighty Struggle For Control of New 


York Life and Mutual. 


WEEKS TO COUNT THE VOTES 


Whatever the Outcome, the Policy- 


holders' Committee Will Ask For a 


'Legislative Investigation — Three; 


Quarters of a MTfljon 
Be Cast today at New York. 


New York, ' Dec. 18. — The factions 


which for the past six months have 
been struggling for the control of the 
New York Life and the Mutual Life 
Insurance companies, with their enor- 
mous assets, income and surplus, met 
at the polls today in the first general 
life insurance election ever held in 
America. -The balloting is proceeding 
at the home of each of the com- 
panies in this city. The polls were 
opened at 10 a. m. and will close at 
4 p. m. Immediately after the polls 
are closed the task of counting the 
ballots and proxies will begin. There 
has been no contest in the Equitable 
and Mutual Reserve, and the election 
of their administration tickets is a 
certainty, but a remarkable campaign 
has been waged among the policy; 
holders of the New York Life and the 
Mutual Life for control of the affairs 
of those two companies. 
It is esti- 


mated that more than 400,000 votes 
will be cast in the New York Life elec- 
tion and about 350,000 in the Mutual. 
It is expected that it will require sev- 
eral weeks to count the ballots, and 
that the courts will be resorted to on 
many occasions to settle the validity 
of votes and proxies. 
* The tickets in the New York Life 
are known as the "Administration" 
and the "International Committee" 
tickets. There are three tickets in the 
Mutual Life, known as the "Adminis- 
tration," the "United Committees" and 
the "Selected Fusion" tickets. 


Samuel Untermyer issued a state- 


ment in which he said that whatever 
the outcome of the elections the Inter- 
national 
Policy-holders' 
committee 


would ask for a legislative investiga- 
tion of the manner in which the New 
York Life and the Mutual endeavored 
to get votes for the administration 
tickets. 


Otto Kelsey, state superintendent of 


insurance, appointed these inspectors, 
who will supervise the counting of the 
ballots: For the Mutual, Alexander 
Rice McKim, architect; J. Bayard 
Packus, lawyer; Joseph A. Arnold; G. 
S. Ludlow, lawyer; M. H. Dahlberg, 
lawyer, all of this city. For the New 
York Life: J. Earle Lawshe, lawyer; 
A. G. Koelble; Frederick W. Marks, 
merchant; Robert S. Huse, lawyer, all 
of this city, and Ellis G. Kinkead, law- 
yer, of Cincinnati. It was announced 
by the International Policy-holders' 
committee that its general counsel, 
Samuel Untermeyer, would serve as 
a watcher, at the New York Life polls, 
and that Louis Marshall would act in 
a similar capacity at the Mutual polls.

OHIO ROAD LAWS 


(.Communicated.)

by the last Legislature an improvp- 
ment or a detriment? Does it not put 
too much power in the trustees, taking 
it away from the vo.'ing public0 Is not 
the whole public voice better than 
three men, and will it not be attended 
-with triple cost to the tax payer, and 
•with more or less dissatisfaction?. The 
roads are no better, 
if

good. 


;We believe the road laws need chang- 
ing, or amending badly, for they have 
caused the roads to be worked m a 
haphazard way, net knowing where 
they are, where they were laid out, nor 
•width. And by grading the roads have 
changed natural water courses which 
are liable to be changed in some field, 
and ruin the roads, when the water 
could be taken to a running stream. 


If the law should 
compel county 


commissioners and township trustees, 
to advise or examine the county rec- 
ord of roads, and do business accord- 
ing .to the records., it seems it would 
be more of a legitimate business way, 
but the poor old record lies unnoticed 
by any one, and the road business 
goes haphazard. 


There are many county roads laid 


out sixty feet, and not over 
one- 


fourth inch between fences and some- 
one's farm lines, and there are fences 
where the middle of the road would 
be thirty feat each way.

tfce people of Colon Trtth crater for 
flwlr houses. There we took lunch at 
th» engineers' mess. We then went 
through the stores and shops of Cris- 
tobal, inspecting carefully the houses 
of both the white and colored em- 
ployes, married and unmarried, to- 
gether with the other buildings. We 
then went to Colon and saw the fire 
department at work. We also rode 
•Bout Colon, through the various 
«*reeta, paved, unpaved, and in pro- 
«*ss of paving, looking at the ditches, 
•even, curbing, and the lights. I then 
went over the Colon hospital. In the 
evening I attended a reception given 
fcy the American empoyes on the isth- 
mus, which took pace on one of the 
docks in Colon, -and from there went 
•board the Louisiana. 
, Each day from 12 to 18 hours were 
spent in going over and inspecting ^al] 
there was to be seen, and In exam- 
ining various employes. 


I wish to pay a tribute to the 


amount of work done oy the French 
canal company under very 
difficult 


circumstances. Many of the buildings 
they put up were excellent and are 
BtlU In use, -though naturally 
the 


houses are getting out of repair and 
are being used as dwellings only un- 
til other houses can be built, and 
much of the work they did in the Cu- 
lebra cut, and some of the work they 
did la digging has been of direct and 
real bentflt. This country has never 
made ft better investment than the 
$40,000,000_ which it paid to the 
French company for work and better- 
ments, including especially the Pan- 
ama railroad. 


An inspection on the ground at the 


height of the rainy season served to 
convince me of the wisdom of con- 
gress in refusing to adopt either a 
high-level or a sea-level <*anal. There 
seems to be a universal agreement 
among all people competent to judge 
that the Panama route, the one act- 
ually chosen, Is much superior to 
both the Nicaragua and Darien routes. 


Preliminary Work Done. 


The wisdom of the canal manage- 


Went has been shown in nothing more 
clearly than in the way in which the 
foundations of the work have been 
laid. To have yielded to the natural 
impatience of ill-informed outsiders 
and begun all kinds of experiments in 
work prior to a thorough sanitation 
ol the isthmus, and to a fairly satis- 
factory working out of the problem of 


preparation for the hygiene and com- 
fort of the employes. As a matter of 
fact neither criticism is just. It would 
have been impossible to go quicker 
than the commission has gone, for 
such quickness would ha\e meant in- 
sufficient preparation. On the other 
hand, to refuse to do anything until 
every possible future contingency had 
been met would have caused wholly 
unwarranted delay. The right course 
to follow was exactly the course 
which has ueen followed. 


In addition to attending to the 


health of the employes, it is of course 
necessary to provide for policing the 
ron« T*'s !s dor.e t- a farce v.LIOi 
at present numbers over 200 men. 
About one-fifth of the men are white 
and the others black. In 
different 


places I questioned some 20 or 30 of 
these men, taking them at random. 
They were a fine set, physically and 
in discipline. Where possible the po- 
licemen are used to control people of 
their own color, but in any emergency 
no hesitation is felt in using them in- 
discriminately. 


Schools On the Isthmus. 


Inasmuch as so many both of the 


white and colored employes have 
brought their families with them, 
schools have been established. For 
the white pupils white 
American 


teachers are employed; for the col- 
ored pupils there are also some white 
American 
teachers, 
one 
Spanish 


teacher, and one colored American 
teacher, most of them being colored 
teachers from Jamaica, Barbados and 
St. Lucia. The schoolrooms 
were 


good, and it was a pleasant thing to 
see the pride that the teachers were 
taking in their work and their pupils. 


There seemed to me to be too many 


getting and keeping a sufficient labor 
mppfyj" would "nave' -"been 'disastrous. 
- The .first great problem to be solv- 
ed, upon the solution of which the suc- 
cess of the rest of the work depended, 
was 
the 
problem 
of sanitation. 


Care is taken by the Inspectors o! 


the health department to secure 
cleanliness in the houses and proper 
hygienic conditions of every kind. 1 
inspected between 20 and 30 water- 
closets, both those used by the white 
employes and those used by the col- 
ored laborers. In almost every case 
I found the conditions perfect. 


I Inspected the large hospitals at 


Ancon and Colon, which are excellent 
examples of what tropical hospitals 
should be. I also inspected the re- 
ceiving, hospitals In various settle- 
ments. £ went through a number of 
the wards in which the colored mfen 
are treated, a number of those In 
which .the white men are treated— 
Americans and Spaniards. Both white 
men and black men are treated ex- 
actly alike, and their treatment is as 
Sood as that which could be obtained 
in our first-class hospitals at home. 


Just at present ttte health showing 


saloons in the zone; but the new high- 
license law which goes into effect 
Jan. 1 will probably close four-fifths 
of them. Resolute and successful ef- 
forts are being made to minimize and 
control the sale of liquor. 


The ears on the passenger trains on 


the isthmus are divided into first and 
second class, the difference being 
marked in the price of tickets. As a 
rule second-class passengers are col- 
ored and first-class passengers white; 
but in every train which 1 saw there 
were a number of white second-class 


the other similar hotels, were every 
Saturday night turned into clubhouses 
where the American officials, the 
schoolteachers and various employes 
appeared, bringing their wives, there 
being dancing and singing. 


My meal was an excellent one, 


and two newspaper 
correspondents 


who had been on the isthmus several 
days informed me that it was precise- 
ly like the meals they had been get- 
ting at other government hotels. 


I came to the conclusion that, speak- 


ing generally,- there was no warrant 
for complaint about the food. 


Alien Employes. 


Of the day laborers employed on 


the canal, a few hundred are Span- 
iards. 
These do excellent 
work. 


Their foremen told me that they did 
twice as well as the West India labor- 
ers. 
They keep healthy and no diffi- 


culty Is experienced with them in any 
way. Some Ita!«an laborers are also 
employed in connection with the drill- 
ing. As might be expected, with la- 
bor as high priced as at present in 
the United States, it has not so far 
proved practicable to get any ordi- 
nary laborers from the United States. 
The American wage-workers on the 
isthmus are the highly paid skilled 
mechanics of the types mentioned 
previously. A steady effort is being 
made to secure Italians, and especial- 
ly to procure more Spaniards, because 
of the very satisfactory results that 
havei come from Their employment; 
and jaelr numbers will be increased 
as far as possible. It has not proved 
possible, however, to get them in any- 
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the married men. It would, in my 
opinion, be a most admirable thing if 
a much larger number of the men had 
their wives, for with their advent all 
complaints about the food and cook- 
ing are almost sure to cease. 


One of the greatest needs at pres- 


ent is to provide amusements both 
for the white men and the black. The 
Young Men's Christian association is 
trying to do good work and should 
•e in every way encouraged. But the 
government should do the main work. 
I have specifically called the atten- 
tion of the commission to this matter, 


already. Anything done for the wel- 
fare of the men adds to their effi- 
ciency, and money devoted to that 
purpose is therefore 'properly to be 
considered as spent in building the 
canal. It Is imperatively necessary 
to provide 
ample recreation 
and 


amusement if the men are to be kept 
well and healthv. i call the special 
attention of congress to this need.

including tfrose who came especially' 
to present certain grievances. I found 
that those who did not comte specific- 
ally to present grievances almost in- 
variably expressed far greater con- 
tent and satisfaction with the condi- 
tions than did those 
make complaint.

On the- isthmus is remarkably good— 
so much better than in most sections 
of the United States that I do not be- 
lieve It Can possibly continue at quite 
its present average. 


Colon Wator Supply. 


SWater mains were laid in Colon 


and water was furnished to the peo- 
ple early In March from a temporary 
reservoir. This reservoir proved to 
be of insufficient capacity- before the 
end of the dry season and the short- 
age was 'made up by hauling water 
over the Panama railroad, so that 
there was at all times an ample sup- 
ply of the very best water. Since 
that time the new reservoir back ol 
Mount Hope has been practically com- 
pleted. I visited this reservoir. It is 
a-lake over a mile long and half a 
mile broad. It carries now some 500,- 
000,000 gallons of first-class water. 
s^One-of thejnost amusing (as well 
as dishonest) attacks made upon the 
commiBsion was In connection with 
this reservoir. The writer in question 
usually confined himself 
to vague 


general mendacity; but in this case 
he specifically stated that there wag 
no water In the vicinity fit for a res- 
ervoir (I drank It, and it was excel- 
lent), and that this particular reser- 
voir would never hold water anyway. 
With typical American humor, the 
engineering corps still at work at the 
reservoir have christened a large boat 
which Is now used on the reservoir 
by the name of the individual who 
thus denied the possibility of the res- 
ervoir's existence. 


Care and forethought have been ex- 


ercised by the commission, and noth- 
ing has reflected more credit upon 
them than their refusal either to go 
ahead too fast or to be deterred by 
the fear of criticism from not going 
ahead fast enough. It is curious to 
note the fact that many of the most 
severe critics of the commission criti- 
cise them fer precisely opposite rea- 
sons, some complaining bitterly that 
tte irork Is not In a more advanced 
condition, while the others complain 
that It has been rushed with such 
haste that there has been Insufficient 


the wages paid them will seem high, 
but as a matter of fact the only gen- 
eral complaint which I found had any 
real basis among the complaints 
made to me upon the isthmus was 
that, owing to the peculiar surround- 
ings, the cost of living and the dis- 
tance from home, the wages were 
really not as high as they should be. 


The white Americans are employed, 


some of them in office work, but the 
majority In handling the great, steam 
shovels, as engineers and conductors 
on the dirt trains, as machinists in 
the great repair shops, as carpenters 
and timekeepers, superintendents and 
foremen of divisions an,d of gangs, and 
so on. Bachelors among the employes 
live, sometimes in small 
separate 


houses, sometimes in large houses; 
quarters being furnished frse to all 
.the men. married and unmarried. 


The wives of the steam shovel men, 


engineers, machinists and carpenters- 
Into whose houses I went, all with 
one accord expressed their pleasure 
in their home life and surroundings. 
Indeed I do not think they could have 
done otherwise. 
The houses them- 


selves were excellent—bathroom, sit- 
ting room, piazza and bedrooms being 
all that could be desired. 


The Thirty-Cent Meals. 


The housewives purchase their sup- 


plies directly, or through their hus- 
bands, from the commissary stores of 


we shall in the main have to rely, for 
tio ordinary unskilled work, partly 
upon colored laborers from the West 
Indies, partly upon Chinese labor. It 
certainly ought to be unnecessary to 
point out that the American working- 
man in the United States has no con- 
cern -whatever in the question as to 
whether the rough work on th'e isth- 
mus, 
which is performed by aliens in 


any event, is done by aliens from one 
country with a black skin or by aliens 
from another country with a yellow 
skin. Our business is to dig the canal 
as efficiently and as quickly as possi- 
ble; provided always that nothing is 
done that is inhumane to any labor- 
ers, and nothing that interferes with 
the wages of or lowers the standard 
of living of our own-workmen. 'Hav- 
ing in view this principle, I have ar- 
ranged to try several thousand Chi- 
nese laborers. This is desirable both 
because we must try to find o-it what 
laborers are most efficient, and, fur- 
thermore, 
because we should not 


leave Ojurselves^ at^ the ffiercy of any 
onelype'of foreign labor. 
~ 
'" 


The West India laborers are fairly, 


but only fairly, satisfactory. 
Some of 


the men do very well indeed; the bft- 
ter class, who are to be found as 
foremen, as skilled mechanics, as po- 


who called to licemen, are good men; and many of 


the ordinary day laborers are also 
good. But thousands of those who 
were brought over .under contract (at 
our expense) go into the jungle to 
live, or loaf around Colon, or work so 
badly after the first three or four 
days as to cause a serious diminution 
of the amount of labor performed. 


Quarters of Negro Laborers. 


I saw but one set of quarters for 


colored laborers which I thought poor, 
and this was in an old French house! 
The barracks for unmarried men are 
roomy, well ventilated and clean, with 
canvas bunks for each man, and a 
kind of false attic at the top, where 
the trunks and other belongings of 
the 
different men are kept. 
The 


clothes are 
hung on clotheslines, 


nothing being allowed to be kept on 
the floor. In each of these big rooms 
there were tables and lamps, and 
usually a few books or papers, and in 
almost every room there was a Bible; 
the books being the property of th'e 
laborers themselves. 
The cleanliness 


of the quarters is' secured by daily 
inspection. The quarters for the mar- 
ried negro laborers were good. They 
were neatly kept, and in almost every 
case the men living in them, whose 
wives or daughters did the cooking 
for them, were far better satisfied 
and of a higher grade than the ordi- 
nary bachelor negroes. 


The negroes generally do their own 


cooking, the bachelors 
cooking in 


sheds provided by the government 
and using their own pocs. In the dif- 
ferent camps there was a wide varia- 


States, 
average

ploy a great force of laborers, and 
with the task of gathering, housing 
and feeding these laborers. There re 
mains to consider the actual work 
which has to be done; the work be- 
cause of which these laborers are 
gathered together—the work of con- 
structing the canal. 


Our peonle found on the isthmus a 


certain amount of old French mater- 
ial and equipment which coultf be 
used. Some of it, in addition, could 
be sold as scrap iron. Some could be 
used for furnishing the foundation for 
filling in. For much no possible use 
could be devised that would not cost 
more than it would bring in. 


Work of Construction. 


The work is now going on with a 


vigor and efficiency pleasant to wit- 
ness. The three big problems of the 
canal are the La Boca dams, the Ga- 
tun dam, and the Cnlebra cut. The 
Culebra cut must m'e made, anyhow; 
but of course changes as to the dams', 
or at least as to the locks adjacent 
to the dams, may still occur. The La 
Boca dams offer no particular prob- 
lem, 
the" bottom material being so 


good that there is a practical certain- 
ty, not merely as to what can be 
achieved, but 
as to the time of 


achievement. 
The Gattin dam offers 


the most serious problem which we 
have to solve; and yet the ablest men 
on the isthmus believe that this prob- 
lem is certain of solution along the 
lines proposed. 


The Culebra cut does not offer such 


great risks. The damage liable to oc- 
cur from occasional land slips will not 
represent-what- may -be called major 
disasters. The1'work will merely call 
for intelligence, perseverance and ex- 
ecutive capacity. It is, however, the 
work upon which most labor will have 
to be spent. The dams will be com- 
posed of the earth taken out of the 
cut and very possibly the building of 
locks and dams will take even long- 
er than the cutting In Culebra itself. 


The main work Is now being dono 


the commission. All to whom I spoke 
agreed that the supplies were excel- 
lent, and all but two stated that there 
was no complaint to be made; these 
two complained that the prices were 
excessive as compared to the prices 
In the states. On Investigation I did 
not feel that this complaint was well 
founded. The married men ate at 
home. The unmarried men sometimes 
ate at private boarding houses, or pri- 
vate messes, but more often, Judging 
by the answers W those whom I ques- 
tioned at the government canteens or 
hotels, where the meal costs 30 cents 
to each employe. This 30-cent meal 
struck me as being as good a meal 
as we get in the United States at the 
ordinary hotel in which a 50-cent 
meal is provided. Three-fourths of 
the men whom I questioned stated 
that the msals furnished at these gov- 
eminent hotels were good, the re- 
maining one-fourth that they were 
not good. I myself took dinner at the 
La Boca government hotel. The 30- 
cent meal included soup, native beef 
(which was good), mashed potatoes, 
peas, beets, chili con carne, plum 
pudding, tea coffee—each man having 
ts much of each dish as he desired. 
There were neat table cloths and 
napkins. The rooms were clean with 
iiosqulto screens around the outer 
piazza. I was Informed by some of 
those present that this hotel, and also 


tion in the character of these cooking 
sheds. The laborers are accustomed 
to do their own cooking; but there 
was 
much 
complaint, 
especially 


among the bachelors, as to the quan- 
tity, and some as to the quality, of 
the food they got from the com- 
missary department, especially as re- 
gards yams. On the other hand, the 
married men and their wives, and 
the more advanced among the bach- 
elors, 
almost 
invariably 
expressed 


themselves as entirely satisfied with 
their treatment at the commissary 
stores; except that they stated that 
they generally could not get yams 
there, and had to purchase them out 
side. The chief complaint was that 
the prices were too high, it is un- 
avoidable that the prices should be 
higher than in their own homes; and 
after careful investigation I came to 
the conclusion that the chief trouble 
lay in the fact that the yams, plan- 
tains and the like are rather perish- 
able 
food, and are very bulky com- 


pared to the amount of nourishment 
they contain, so that it is costly to 
Import them in large quantities and 
difficult to keep them. Nevertheless, 
I felt that an effort should be made 
to secure them a more ample supply 
of their favorite food, and so direct- 
ed; and I believe that ultimately the 
rovernment must itself feed them. I 
im having the matter looked Into. 


I was struck by the superior coni- 


in the Culebra cut. It was striking 
and impressive to see the huge steam 
shovels in full play, the 
dumping 


trains carrying away the- rock and 
earth they dislodged. 


The rainy season will shortly b« 


over and then there will be an im- 
mense increase in the amount taken 
out; but even during the last threa 
months, in the rainy season, steady 
progress is shown by the figures: In 
August, 242,000 cubic yards; in Sep- 
tember, 291,000 cubic yards, and in 
October, 325,000 cubic yards. In Oc- 
tober new records were established 
for the output of individual shovels 
as well as for the tonnage haul of 
individual locomotives. I hope to see 
the growth of a healthy spirit of em- 
ulation between the different shovel 
and locomotive crews, just such a 
spirit as has grown on our battleships 
between the different gun crews in 
matters of marksmanship. On the 
top notch of the Culebra cut the 
prism Is now as wide as it will be; 
all told, the canal bed at this point 
has now been sunk about 200 feet be- 
low what it originally was. It will 
have to be sunk 330 feet farther. 


Railway Improvements. 


The most advanced methods, not 


only in construction but in railroad 
management, have been applied in 
the zon'e, with corresponding econo- 
mies in time and cost. This has been 
shown in the handling of the tonnage 


the whole work is a failure. 
Doubt- 


less here and there some minor ras- 
cality will be uncovered; but as to 
this, I have to say that after the most 
painstaking inquiry I have been un- 
able to find a single reputable person 
vho had so much as heard of any 
senous accusations affecting the hon- 
esty of the commission or of any re- 
sponsible officer under it. The most 
serious charge, that of the ownership 
of lots In Colon, was not advanced by 
a reputable man, and is utterly base- 
less. It is not too much to say that 
the whole atmosphere of the commis- 
sion breathes honesty as it breathes 
efficiency and energy. Above all, the 
work has been kept absolutely clear 
of politics. I have never heard even 
a suggestion of spoils politics in con- 
nection with it. 


Slanderers and Libelers. 


So much for honest criticism. There 


remains an immense amount of as 
reckless slander as has ever been 
published. Where the slanderers arc 
of foreign origin I have no concern 
with them. Where they are Ameri- 
cans, I feel for them the heartiest 
contempt and indignation; because, 
in a spirit of wanton dishonesty and 
malice, they are trying to interfere 
with, and hamper the execution there- 
of, the greatest work of the kind ever 
attempted, and are seeking to bring 
to naught the efforts of their country- 
men to put to the credit of America 
one of the giant feats of the age. The 
outrageous accusations of these slan- 
derers constitute a gross libel upon a 
body of public servants who, for 
trained 
intelligence, expert ability, 


high character and devotion to duty, 
have never been excelled anywhere.' 
There is not a man among those di- 
recting the work on the isthmus who 
has obtained his position on any other 
basis than merit alone, and not one 
who has used his position in any way 
for his own personal or pecuniary ad- 
vantage. 


After most careful consideration we 


hare decided to let out most of the 
work by contract, if we can come to 
satisfactory terms with the contrac- 
tors. The whole work is of a kind 
suited to the peculiar genius of our 
people; and our people have devel- 
oped the type of contractor best fitted 
to grapple with it. 
It is of course 


much better to do the work in large 
part by contract than to do it all uy 
the government, provided it is possi- 
ble on the one hand to secure to the 


burner. The removal of these ob- 
jectionable features and the perfecting 
of all mechanical parts, combined with 
beauty of design and skilled work-

It is not only natural, but inevitable 


that a work as gigantic as this which 
has been undertaken on the istbmug 
should arouse every species of hostil- 
ity and criticism 
The conditions are 


so new and so trying, and the work 
so vast, that it would be absolutely 
out of the question that mistakes 
should not be made. Checks will oc- 
cur. Unforeseen difficulties v.-ill arise 
From time to time seemingly well- 
settled plans ^T:!l have to be changed. 
At present 25,000 men are engaged on 
the task 
Af'^r a 


contractor a sufficient remuneration 
to make It worth while for responsi- 
ble contractors of the best kind to un- 
dertake the work; and provided on 
the other hand it can be done on 
terms which will not give an exces- 
sive profit to the contractor at the ex- 
pense of the government. After much 
consideration the plan already pro- 
mulgated by the secretary of war was 
adopted. Under it a premium will be 
put upon the speedy and economical 
construction of the canal, and a pen- 
alty imposed OP delay and waste. 
The plan as promulgated is tentative; 
doubtless it will have to be changed 
in some respects before we can come 
to a satisfactory agreement with re- 
sponsible contractors—perhaps even 
after the bids have been received; 
and of course it Is possible that we 
can not come to an agreement, in 
which case the government will do 
the work itself. 


A seven-headed commission is of 


course a clumsy executive 
instru- 


ment. We should have but one com- 
missioner, with such heads of depart- 
ments and other officers under him 
as we may find necessary We sho'ild 
be expressly permitted to employ the 
best engineers in the countrj as con- 
sulting engineers. 


Those best informed believe that 


the work will be completed in about 
eight years; but it is never safe to 
prophesy about such a work as this, 
especially in the tropics. 


Confident of Success. 


Of the success of the enterprise I 


am as well convinced as one can be 
of any enterprise that is human

fellow-countrymen are engaged down 
there on the isthmus, and while w 
should hold them to a strict account- 
ability for the way in which they 
perform it, wp should yet rerognize,

Chicago, Dec. 18.—A conference will 


be held here between railroad officials 
and tlite heads of labor organizations 
in an effort to agree upon a substitute 
for the Lafollette bill regulating the 
employment of men in the train ser- 
vice, now pending in congress. The 
railroads are opposed to the Lafollette 
measure because it imposes a fine of 
?1,000 upon every company and offi- 
cial who permits an operating em- 
ploye to remain on duty more than 
16 consecutive hours or to resume 
work without 10 hours' rest. Their 
representatives have been convinced 
that the only way in which the bill can 
be sidetracked is by submitting to 
congress a substitute having the sanc- 
tion of both railroad officials and em- 
ployes. 


Passenger Train Burns. 


Rochester, N. Y., Dec. IS.—The New

ity 
among 
pensioners 
numbered 


1,150. 


Although it was not the first to in- 


augurate a pension system, the Penn- 
sylvania "roalroad's system 
may be 


taken as the model. It has been fo 
lowed by most of the roads when 
taking up the pension Idea.' In the 
service of this great 
railroad, 
em- 


ployment is generally accepted a 
permanent. 
The age_ limit for en- 


trance in the service to take advan- 
tage of the pension plan is 35 years, 
so that a man may be retired at 65 


30 years of service. 


Retirement is compulsory 
at 70 


years of age and may be made volun- 
tary for incapacitation between 
the 


ages, of 65 and 69, after 30 years' 
service. 
The pension allowance 
is 


based on age* and
